lle Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie, taking into his Royall conſidera- 
tion the pꝛeſent ſtate ofthe times, together with the great decay ofHoſpitali- 
ty c good houle keeping, which in foꝛmer ages wa 3the honour ofthis Hati⸗ 
on, the too frequent reſoꝛt, and oꝛdinarp reſidente of Lozds Spirituall and 
Tempozall, Knights and Gentlemen of quality, vnto Cities and Townes, 
N<c7l| eſpectally into, oꝛ neere about the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, and the 
bp ar” | manifold inconuentences Which enſue by the abſence of ſo manyperſons of 
ZEA A quality andauthozity from their Countreps, whereby — — are left 
— —— dieiſlitute both of reliefe and gouernement, and the Cities and Townes, eſpe⸗ 
ctally thoſe of London and Weſtminſter, are duerburthened with Juhabitants and Neſiants, hath 
thought fit hereby to renew the toͤuͤrle foꝛmerly begun by His deare Father of bleſſed memozie, 
and to publiſh and declare, and Hee doth hereby publiſh and declare Hts Royall will and plea- 
{ure to bee, and doeth by theſe pzeſents ſtraitly charge and command, alwell His Lozds Spirt- 
tualland Tempozall, as allo all deputy Lieutenants,Puſtices of the Peace, # Gentlemen of qua⸗ 
litie, who haue Manſion houſes in the Countrey, wherein they and their families haut vſually 
dwelt, (except ſuch as are of his Highnes Pztute Counſell , o2 beare Office about the Perſons oꝛ 
Courts of Himſelfe ,0z of His deareſt Conſoꝛt the Queene) ihat they and euery ol them, immedi⸗ 
atly vpon the end of this pzeſent moneth of Nouember, depart from the Cities of London and 
weſtminſter, and other Cities and plates, with their families and leruants, vnto their ſeuerall 
Countreys to attend their Serutce there and to keepe Holpitality, as appertaineth to their degree 
and calling, and that they, noꝛ any of them, make their abode in any other Cities oz Townes, 
where they ſhall line pꝛiuately, but reſozt to their Countrey houſes # oꝛdinary places of habitati⸗ 
on, and there oblerue theſe directions, vpon paine, not onely of his Mateſttes moſt Heauy indig⸗ 
nation and diſpleaſure, and diſablement to hold any ſuch places of truſt vnder his Maieſtie, but 
allo of ſuch further cenſureandpuniſhment, as may be inflicted vpon them foz theirdiſobedience, 
and contempt oꝛ neglect of this his Royal Commandement, wherof,as his Maieſtie intendeth to 
tanke a ſtrict andſeuere account ; So He doeth hereby require and command, aſwell the Lozds, 
and others of his Pꝛiuie Counlell, as alſo his Attourney generall, and all other his Officers and 
Miniſters, whom it ſhallany way concerne,to take oꝛder, that all ſuch as ſhall offend, may receine 


condigne puniſhment, without toleration oꝛ tonnmentie.
